(AP) — The Missouri Legisla­ 
ture moved toward final ad­ 
journment of the 1976 session at 
midnight tonight with m ajor le­ 
gislation, including appropria­ 
tions, still unresolved. 
In action Thursday, m andato­ 
ry prison term s for persons 
convicted of using a deadly 
weapon during a felony and ele­ 
vation of bank facilities to full 
service banks were sent to Gov. 
Christopher S. Bond. 
Also sent to the governor as 
legislative action sped up were 
bills increasing regulation of 
mobile 
home 
m anufacturers, 
bailing out the financially-de­ 
pleted public defender program 
and insuring no cut in state 
school aid to three north St. 
Louis County school districts 
ordered to merge by the feder­ 
al court to achieve integration. 
Under the compromise m an­ 
datory prison term m easure, a 
priority of both Bond and legis­ 


lative leaders, any person con­ 
victed of the crim e of “ arm ed 
crim inal action’’ would be re­ 
quired to serve three years of 
his sentence before he could be 
released. A second conviction 
would carry a m andatory five 
years and a third a m andatory 
IO years. 
“ It won’t stop all crim e, we’ll 
still have violent crim e,’’ said 
Rep. 
John Sharp, 
R-Kansas 
City. "B ut if we can get the 
word out to the punks in the 
streets, we can pull the string 
on these nickel and dime rob­ 
beries." 
Although the bill passed both 
cham bers overwhelmingly, it 
drew harsh criticism from op­ 
ponents in the House. 
“We are, in an election year, 
saying we’re solving the prob­ 
lem ,” 
claim ed 
Rep. 
Jack 
Bueehner, R-Kirkwood " I t’s a 
fraud on the people the legisla­ 
ture is being responsible to the 
public cry to do something 


about the crim e problem. But 
this bill is a knee-jerk reac­ 
tion.’’ 
He claim ed the state will 
have to spend at least $24 mil­ 
lion on new prisons to house in­ 
m ates under the law, and he

M ichigan and M assachuesetts 
have resulted in a crim e rate 
double the national average 
Under the revision of the 
banking laws, banks in 2nd and

Nature’s allowance of 31 
days is not long to enjoy the sudden rush of flowers, the 
first real outings into the country and the hints of the 
drowsy warmth ahead; it is not a minute too long to 
recharge ourselves.

BAD VOTES AT THE 
UNITED NATIONS 
The United States, in our opinion, exercised poor 
judgment in two recent votes on U.N. Security Council 
resolutions dealing with Israel and South Africa. The 
result was a further defeat for truth and justice. 
The Council resolution on Israel criticized that country 
for allowing Jewish settlements to take place in the 
occupied Arab territories and for actions which tend to 
alter the status of Jerusalem. There was little doubt as 
to the truthfulness of the allegations. U.S. delegate 
William Scranton infuriated the Israelis by himself 
criticizing the establishment of the Israeli settlements as 
illegal and an obstacle to negotiations. Nevertheless, 
Scranton vetoed an otherwise unanimous resolution 
calling upon Israel to stop these practices, using as an 
excuse that the resolution “would not help in the process 
of peaceful settlement.” This action, of course, in­ 
furiated the Arabs. We thus managed to make both sides 
angry at us. 
A few days later the issue of Angola came before the 
Security Council. This time the Council acted with its 
much more usual contempt for facts by branding South 
Africa as the sole aggressor and demanding war 
damanges. Nothing was said in the resolution, of course, 
about the Moscow- supported Cuban army which was the 
decisive factor in the Angola war, and which prompted 
South Africa to intervene in the expectation that the U.S. 
would do likewise. Although the U.S. brought up the 
Cuban intervention in the debate, it was content merely 
to abstain on the anti- South African resolution, thus 
allowing it to pass. 
In both of these actions we see only the familiar U.S. 
fence straddling, rather than a firm, consistent, and 
coherent policy. If Israel is wrong, let us say so — with 
our vote as well as our rhetoric. If we are serious about 
opposing further Cuban adventures in Africa, then we 
should have vetoed the resolution which put the blame 
on the wrong party. 
Our actions brought us no respect from anyone. And 
the authors of American policy brought no credit to 
themselves.

Senate move against a House 
member, the Senate Permanent

to the House Ethics Committee 
The detailed report was ac­

Republican Charles Percy, R- 
111. "Hie confidential details were 
offered, stated the letter, “for 
any

propriate." 
In the past, the House Ethics 
Committee has never found it 
appropriate to investigate the 
unethical conduct of House 
members.

MONETARY REWARDS 
FOR WOMAN’S WORK? 
Latest development on the 
feminist front is something 
called “Wages for Housework.” 
It’s a campaign based on the 
idea that while a woman’s work 
is never done, at least she ought 
to be paid for it—in hard cash. 
“Women all over the world 
are in a powerless situation 
because we don’t have in­ 
dependent money. We work too 
hard and are underpaid,” says 
Beth Ingber, a spokesman for 
the movement in Los Angeles 
who is traveling around the 
country rallying 
housewives' 
(and single housepersons as 
well )to the cause. 
How much is housewife's 
labor worth, and who is going to 
pay for it? 
According to researchers at 
the 
Social 
Security 
Administration, the economic 
value of a housewife peaks at 
about $6,417 between the ages of 
25 and 29 and declines after age 
54 due to a decrease in 
housework. 
The 
Chase 
Manhattan Bank, however, puts 
a premium of $13,000 on a 
woman's labors in the home. 
Whatever the figure should be. 
Wages for 
Housework 
is 
demanding that the government 
pay it and suggest it get the 
money by taxing the big cor­ 
porations. After all, Ms. Ingber 
points out, if it weren’t for a wife 
ironing her husband's clothes 
and fixing his lunch and dinner, 
he couldn't go out to work for the 
steel company or whatever.

not criminal basis Word came 
to the “Chicago crowd” that this 
was the government’s deadest 
weapon. 
In a criminal case witnesses 
were needed And they’re an 
endangered species They die of 
all sorts at lead ailments But on 
a civil beau only. 8k records are 
necessary to establish an 
unethical fiduciary relationship 
with the vast cash reservoirs.

Ali said Thursday he didn’t know how long he will be looking at 
Young, but he knows it won’t be for the full 15 rounds of their 
nationally televised fight in the 19,000-seat Capital Centre. 
Ali watched on television in his dressing room while Young out­ 
pointed Joe "King” Roman in IO rounds in Puerto Rico last Feb 20. 
Then Ali went out and knocked out Jean+ P ierre Coopman in five 
rounds after getting the word from his manager, Herbert 
Muhammad, to quit playing around. 
‘‘It wasn’t my best fight,” said Young of his match against 
Roman, but the 27-yearold Philadelphian added he thought it would 
be a mistake for Ali to judge him on that fight. 
But the former exhibition partner of the champion — he sparred 
three three-rounders against Ali five years ago — is a definite un­ 
derdog in their fight for keeps which will be televised live by ABC at 
about IO:30 p.rn., EDT. 
“ ITI knock him out,” the 34-year-old Ali said after weighing in at 
230 pounds, the highest official weight of his career. “I don’t know 
when.” 
Ali had a ready explanation for his weight, a pound over the 
previous high of 229 in a nontitle fight against Mac Foster in Tokyo 
April 1,1972.

King said the law represents a 
comprehensive effort to detect 
and prevent mistreatment of 
children 
It sets

fidential system of reporting 
either actual or suspected abuse 
or neglect of a child — defined as 
any person under the age of 18 
years. 
It also establishes neglect as a 
separate category from abuse. 
According to Mrs. King, lack of 
proper food or clothing, un­ 
cleanliness or lack of proper 
medical attention - anything 
which endangers the health or 
wellbeing of a child - may 
constitute neglect and should be 
'reported 
to 
the 
proper' 
authorities 
Certain persons are required 
under the law to report cases in 
which 
children 
have

mistreated. This category of 
“ m andatory" 
reporters 
in­ 
cludes not only law enforcement 
officials, 
medical 
examiners

Was it to kill the 
poison” My arm got angry red 
and ached, but now it is okay 
Another man I know was 
bitten on the leg by a black 
spider and a hunk of flesh 
t ame out Why was that” Are 
black spiders more poisonous 
than brown spiders”

You 
mm be surprised to learn that 
almost all spiders are believ­ 
ed to have poisonous venom 
They have the biting ap­ 
paratus and venom glands to 
deliver their toxin Fortunate­ 
ly almost all of the spiders 
have such a small amount of 
venom that it s useful only 
against other arthropods and 
not against us The venom of 
spillers is analagous in many 
ways to the venom from 
snakes 
One ol the largest groups of 
spiders that is poisonous to 
man includes the black widow 
and the gray widow spider 
The females of these spiders 
are the ones that inflict the 
greatest damage since the 
m ales have very poorly 
developed venom glands 
The black widow is com­ 
monly found outdoors A com­ 
mon place tor them was in the 
outhouse in rural America 
That s why the bites were 
frequently on the buttocks or 
the genital areas Sometimes 
it only a little venom was in­ 
jected there would only be two 
small red spots where the bite 
occurred ll more venom was 
injected there would be a 


general reaction later with 
sweating, nausea, weakness 
and severe spasms of the ab­ 
dominal muscles This could 
be so marked as to suggest an 
acute surgical abdomen 
It you were bitten by a 
brown spider it was probably 
the ha iry brown spider 
sometimes called the brown 
recluse These are common in 
the United States and par­ 
ticularly in the Midwest They 
are in the house and around 
the furniture They may cause 
an area ol local necrosis or 
place where a chunk of flesh 
w ill drop out as you described 
it atter the bite This makes 
me think your friend was 
bitten by 
a brown recluse 
rather than a black spider 
The bite of the brown recluse 
is usually followed bv redness

POPLAR BLUFF - After an 
entire day of behind- the- scenes 
legal maneuvering, interrupted 
by the slection of a jury, a for­ 
mer Malden man pleaded guilty 
to 
manslaughter 
in 
Butler 
County CircuitCourt Tuesday 
Judge Rex Henson sentenced 
Thomas Paul “ Butch" Smith to 
IO years on the charge, which 
was reduced from first- degree 
murder. 
Smith, 24. now of Memphis, 
Tenn., made his plea shortly 
after 4 p m Tuesday, just before 
a jury was to be sworn in to try 
him on the first- degree charge. 
He 
admitted 
shooting 
Fred 
Henry York Jr. with a 
25- 
caliber automatic pistol. 
The shooting occurred in the 
early morning of March 3, 1973 
in Bakersfield, a small com­ 
munity 
near 
the 
Arkansas- 
Missouri line in Ozark County. 
York 
died on March 7 from a 
gunshot wound to the head, 
which 
he 
sustained 
while 
sleeping on a couch in the living 
room of his brother’s home 
A jury panel waited in the third 
floor hall of the courthouse 
Tuesday 
morning while 
the 
defendant 
responded 
to the 
charge 
of 
second- 
degree 
murder. 
"I wish to remain silent," 
Smith told the judge after being 
asked how he wished to plead. 
That left the charge at murder 
in the first degree. 
The attorneys then told Judge 
Henson what the trial testimony 
would reveal about the shooting 
Ozark 
County 
Prosecuting 
Attorney Larry Luna told the 
judge Smith was staying at the 
home of the victim’s brother in 
Bakersfield while Smith’s music 
group played at the G & G 
Lounge, which is owned by 
York's brother All of the band 
members were living in the 
house during their stay 
in 
Bakersfield. 
Smith, at that time, was a 
resident (rf Manila, Ark , where 
his parents live. 
Prosecutor Luna said Smith 
and York were friends, but their 
friendship 
had 
become 
aggravated to a 
point 
of 
violence, which took the form of 
a fist light that left Smith with a 
swollen lip. 
On the night of the shooting. 
Luna told the judge that York 
and several members of the 
band were sleeping in the living 
room of the York home.

Smith told a witness, “Well, he 
shouldn’t have beat me up,” 
Luna said, and thai he shot the 
sleeping man from four to five 
feet away. Smith again said 
York shouldn’t have struck him 
and told someone to call the 
police, the prosecutor said. 
Smith’s defense attorney told 
the judge the shooting was 
“completely inconsistent" with 
the peaceful” character of his 
client. 
A 
personality 
disagreement had eroded the 
friendship of the two young men, 
Garrett said, and the shooting 
occurred “suddenly, on the spur 
of the moment." 
Garrett said the testimony 
from the defense 
witnesses 
would show that Smith has no 
character of violence Smith had 
taken the pistol to go outside to 
hunt squirrels, the defense at­ 
torney said. But on the way 
outside, he passed the sleeping 
\ ii tim and did the "very tragic, 
very awful thing.” 
Judge 
Henson then asked 
Smith if he had anything to add 
to the statements of either at­ 
torney. 
"Well, sir, I didn't even know 
the gun was actually loaded. I 
didn’t know how to operate the 
gun," the young man said 
The judge then asked Smith if 
he had not talked to Dewey 
Young about how to operate the 
gun before going into the living 
room where York was sleeping. 
Smith answered that he had 
asked Young how to operate the 
weapon, but he intended to go 


outside tohunt squirrels. 
Then, Judge Henson asked 
him if he pointed the gun at York 
and fired. 
"I 
didn’t 
think 
it would 
discharge," the defendant said. 
Sm ith’s 
decision 
not 
to 
respond to the reduced charge of 
second- degree murder came 
after several brief consultations 
with 
his 
attorney. 
The 
prospective jurors had waited 
more than two hours before the 
morning 
arraignment, 
from 
which they were barred. 
Judge Henson recessed court 
until I p.m. when jury selection 
began. By 2:15, a jury had been 
impaneled. They were told the 
trial probably would take until 
late Wednesday and were given 
time to call home to have 
someone bring personal effects 
for sequestration. 
At 4 p m , court reconvened 
Judge Henson sent the jury to 
the jury room and Smith was 
arraigned 
on 
manslaughter 
charge, 
which 
carries 
a 
maximum sentence of IO years 
‘‘I’m 
sorry 
it 
happened,” 
Smith told 
the judge after 
pleading guilty. 
Judge Henson accepted the 
plea and levied punishment. 
Smith will remain free for two 
days on $10,000 bond to take care 
of his personal affairs. He then 
will be taken to prison, where he 
will serve his sentence minus 
the seven months he spent in jail 
after his arrest more than three 
years ago. 
After having the defendant’s 
weeping mother and wife taken 
from the courtroom, Henson 
recalled the jury and dismissed 
them with his thanks for helping 


dispose of the case. 
“I filed the reduced charge to 
get him to plead guilty,” Luna 
said after court was adjourned. 
Luna said Smith had agreed to 


plead guilty to the second- 
degree charge that morning but 
had backed down when con 
fronted by the judge. A jury 
probably would have levied no 


more than IO years if it had 
found Smith guilty of the second- 
degree charge, Luna said, ad­ 
ding that he was satisfied with 
the outcome of the case.
